Major August Gironda, W2JE/KZ5 

KQ, Albrook AFB, Canal Zone, 
writes about a very interesting 
assignment. He was selected by 
USAF has to go to South America 
and set up a communications system 
to handle Air/Ground and point to 
point communications for the 
Presidential Flight to South America 
12 Feb. to March 4, 1960. Primarily 
the system was to pass weather in- 
formation to Air Force one (Pres. 
Aireraft) and between the sites 
where he will visit. Viz: Brazilia, 
Rio, Buenos Aires, Bariloche, and 
Santiago, Chile. Also to pass flight 
following information. Most of the 
work was phone patch service to 
various weather officers to the air- 
eraft. Needless to say, the system 
worked highly satisfactorily. He set 
up a SSB system, with two com- 
merical type transmitters receivers 
at Buenos Aires and at Rio de 
Janerio. 


And § line equipment at other sites. 


The two commerical type sites 
were the main source of contacts who 
relayed traffice from the various sites 
to Andrews AFB and Cedar Rapids. 
We used a quad here for that pur- 
pose and a whip to work point to 
point and to aireraft, of course hav- 
ing regard to distance and ‘“‘skip’’ 
effect. Because of this, we sometimes 
had to use the quad to contact the 
aircraft. Anyhow the system worked 
fine. No problems. I enjoyed my two 
trips to South America, but being 
very busy I did’nt have much chance 
to do any sightseeing, however, I 
did take quite a number of color 
slides, including pictures of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower landing at various 
cities. I feel that the 72 slides I have 
will make quite an interesting show 
to the QCWA members on one of 
the yearly meetings. One important 
feature of the SSB system was phone 
patching to relatives of the crews of 
the aircraft on the presidential flight. 
We passed at least 75 phone patches 
for the crews. Most important phone 
patehes were for navy personnel to 
their folks to tell them that they 
were not on the flight of naval per- 
sonnel that crashed in Rio. You can 
imagine the morale factor value of 
this service to our armed forces 
personnel. We managed to do this 
even tho the work load was quite 
heavy at times, with weather and 
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flight following information being 
passed.
